With the present Association year rapidly 
building to a climactic finish in a great convention, 
it is fitting to take a quick look at what has been 
accomplished.

Early in the year a five-year plan for the 
Association Convention was developed and 
adopted. Institutional dues were increased from 
$25.00 to $50.00. A special committee was 
appointed to study and update our Constitution 
and By-Laws. Their fine work, as adopted by the 
Executive Committee, appeared in the last 
Newsletter and will be voted on by the 
membership in general session on April 20th. A 
special committee appointed to produce a fact 


folder on Association institutions was nearmg 
completion at press time. The Association 
Executive Committee has supported the Council of 
Presidents' request to the legislature for increased 

support of $8.3 million over last year/Also, the 
Executive Committee suggested to the State

Superiritendent and Board of Education a plan for 
a percent increase to ofiset inflation plus an 
additional salary step. At Dr. Te ague’s 
recommendation, the Board authorized a proposal 
of a 6% general salary boost plus an additional 
salary step. The proposal is now on capitol hill 
before the legislature. 

A final project undertaken by your 
Association was a statewide image-boosting 
campaign aimed at increasing prospective students’ 
awareness of Alabama’s quality two-year colleges. 
As of this writing some 100 outdoor sign posters 
paid for by the Association are being parceled out 
to ail member institutions with the plea to our 
presidents to help us get them up all over the state 
for maximum impact. Also, a special TV spot 
(slides and audio) are to be mailed to 18 Alabama 
TV stations and radio spots are on their way to 
numerous radio stations across the state. All of 
these materials are very well done and focus on the 
central theme, “Alabama Junior and Community 
Colleges: We do it better!” This great project can 
go a long way toward sharpening the quality 
service image of our two-year colleges in the eyes 
of all Alabamians. 

Yes, it has been a banner year for our unique, 
voluntary, professional and service-centered 
Association. Where else could we get so much for 
such a relatively low expenditure?! can’t imagine 
where. And it’s possible because of good people, 
such as: hard working Association officers and 
committees, all volunteers; college presidents who 
make it possible for these people to carry out the 
work; a State Superintendent, staff and governing 
board, all of whom give full confidence, support, 
and credibility to the Association; and the many 
individuals appointed or simply asked to perform 
voluntarily the hundreds of tasks required to make 
it all come together. It’s a joy to work with you all 
and believe me, you’ve done a super job. What can 
I say but thanks.

Closer Look At 







BUSINESS FACULTY: Dr. Sarah Light will speak 
on “Today’s Secretary in a Changing Society.” 

Formerly a professor at the University of 
Alabama in the Business and Office Education 
Department, Dr. Light recently transferred to the 
University of South Alabama as Dean of Student 
Services. 

The secretary does function in a changing 
society. Present business conditions have placed a 
high premium on detailed information and speed. 
As a result, most offices have turned to 
automation, doing away with the manual rewriting 
of information beyond the first recording. In this 
changing society, today’s secretary will need a 
broader concept of what business is and does. 

BUSINESS FACULTY - PART TWO: Dr. Dan 

Linton is a Marketing Specialist with the Alabama 
Extension Service at Auburn University. 

Only two things are certain, the old saying 
goes - death and taxes. Now, however, we can 
count on economic instability. No longer do we 
ask whether prices are going up; the only question 
is how much. “Projected Trends on Inflation and 
the Value of the Dollar by the year 2000” is a 
subject that should interest every business person. 
SECRETARIES AND CLERKS: Helen Brown, 
Assistant Professor-Office Administration, Auburn 
University, will discuss “Benefits for Secretaries 
and Clerks in Education - Time Management.” 
This topic will include identification of time 
wasters, the use of a time log, the analysis of case 
studies to develop an understanding of judgment 
factors involved in working out priorities, the use 
of resources, the practice of delegation, the efficient 
use of the time of subordinates, and the scheduling 
of time. 

Joe Creel, Director, Program Development 
and Evaluation, Marshall-Jackson Mental Health 


Center will also be on the program. His topic is 
“Effective Communication Skills.” He says, 
“Participating in communication activities are at 
least two types of people. One type believes that 
they are controlled by circumstances around them; 
the other group knows that circumstances are 
changed or determined through individual belief 
and action. To which group do you belong?” 

HEALTH, PHYSICAL EDUCATION AND 
RECREATION FACULTY: Dr. Dan Henderson, 
Associate Professor of Education, University of 
Alabama in Birmingham will discuss “Legal 
Implications in Health, Physical Education and 
Recreation.” This presentation will deal primarily 
with tort liability as it relates to college physical 
education instructors. Negligence, the leading cause 
of lawsuits against educators, will be discussed in 
detail. 

FINANCIAL OFFICERS: Four speakers add up to 
an impressive program. Dr. Reynolds Ferrante, 
Director of Program Support Services, Department 
of Educational Administration, Auburn University 
will speak on federal funding as it relates to 
two-year postsecondary institutions. He will 
identify the key persons in HEW to be contacted 
for various types of competitive federal grants. He 
will select and describe in detail two or three key 
areas in which federal funds are most readily 
available to two-year institutions. He will also 
describe the process necessary to apply for and 
obtain competitive federal grants. 

Dr. Richard McBride, Director of the Division 
of Research, Planning and Dissemination, Alabama 
State Department of Education, will also speak. 
Dr. McBride has recently assumed his role with the 
State Department and also serves as legislative 
liaison. He will discuss several key issues 
dominating the legislature in Alabama during the 















1978 legislative session. Competency based 
education and some form of accountability in 
education are issues which will be included. 
Continuing effort to siphon off Special Education 
Trust Funds for other state supported programs, 
and public support for private education are other 
crucial issues which will be discussed. Legislative 
mandates regarding curriculum and educational 
funding as well as the significance of AEA’s 
influence on educational legislation in Alabama 
will be discussed. 

“State Audits of Junior and Technical College 
Accounts” will be the topic of the Honorable 
William W. Dillard, Jr., Chief Examiner, 
Department of Examiners of Public Accounts. He 
will give a brief overview of the history of the 
Department of Examiners of Public Accounts, 
emphasizing the functions of the department and 
how these functions have changed throughout the 
years. Some possible future changes in function 
will also be discussed with emphasis on 

performance audits and how they will effect the 

content of future audit reports. 

Mr. Robert Riegle, Staff Associate for the 

Alabama Commission on Higher Education, will 
discuss the scope of the energy conservation 
problem and will also suggest things which can be 
done to alleviate the problems arising from energy 
limitations. 

HEALTH CAREERS FACULTY: “Mainstreaming 
the Handicapped in Alabama”. Alabama, in keeping 
with national trends, has innovative programs for 
the handicapped. Don’t miss hearing about them 
and a chance to discuss or ask questions about the 
new programs. The guest contributors are: Dr. 
David Wayne Head, Coordinator of the Auditorily 
and Visually Impaired Project, and Barry C. 
Stephens, Counsel or/Evaluator of the Auditorily 


and Visually Impaired Project, Regional Technical 
Institute, University of Alabama. Their topic for 
presentation is, “Handicapped Individuals As a Part 
of the Health Care Team.” Ms. Jacquelyn A. 
Moore, M.A.O.T.R., Director, Occupational 
Therapy Assistants Program, School of Community 
and Allied Health Resources, University of 
Alabama, will discuss, “Helping the Handicapped 

Help Themselves.” Ms. Betty S. Lanier, R.N., B.S., 
M.S., Coordinator of Freshman level A.D. Nursing 
Program, J. C. Calhoun State Junior College, will 
also contribute to the program as moderator. 

The day’s planned activities will begin with 
tours (Free Transportation) to new health facilities 
in the University of Alabama’s medical complex, 
and several door prizes will be given.
